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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during August were valued at £4,128,432, which shows 
an increase of £298,523, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the eight months there was an increase of £2,533,592, 
or over 11 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during August amounted to £2,340,584, as compared with 
£1,914,908 in 1909 ; the total for the eight months was £14,804,419, an 
increase of £1,626,231 over the corresponding figures for 1909. There 
were increases in most of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, 
agricultural implements, boots and shoes, iron and steel, metal manu- 
factures, tobacco, cigars, &e. 


The oversea exports for August amounted to £2,023,266, being an 
increase of £366,115, or over 22 per cent., compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the eight months there was 
an increase in the oversea exports of £3,885,425, or ever 27 per cent., 
as compared with last year.

Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during 
the eight months increased by £4,335,754, and the latter decreased by 
£450,329. 


Public Finanees.—The Public Accounts for August show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,340,497, or £256,462 more than in August 
of last year. During the two months ended 31st August the revenue 
was £2,128,689, being £81,467, or nearly 4 per cent. more than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year.

Wheat Area, 1910-11!.—According to information supplied by farmers, the 


Oat 


area sown with wheat for the present season is estimated at 2,520,690 
acres, being an increase of 144,000 acres, or over 6 per cent. as compared 
with the year 1909. The area expected to be reserved for grain is 
estimated at 2,155,140 acres, or about 165,000 acres in advance of the 
figures for the previous year. Owing to unfavourable weather conditions 
which prevailed generally at the ploughing and sowing seasons, farmers 
did not cultivate so extensively as they had proposed. The area of 
virgin land brought under cultivation during 1910 is estimated at 
180,000 acres, or 27,000 acres in excess of the previous season. 


A detailed statement of the areas in the principal wheat-growing 
divisions of the State, will be found in Table No. 53. 


Area, 1940-41.—The total area sown with oats during the current 
season is estimated at 250,180 acres, of which 80,257 acres is expected to 
be reserved for grain, and 169,923 to be cut for hay and green food. 
These figures, compared with those of the previous year, indicate a slight 
decrease, causéd principally by farmers abandoning the cultivation of 
oats in favour of wheat, which, at the present ruling prices, is found 
more remunerative. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during August was 25,420 oz. crude, equal 


to 22,199 oz. fine, valued at £94,294. The value of gold produced 
during the eight months was £540,273, and showed a decrease of 
£1,300, as compared with the corresponding period of 1909. 


Prices.—The general index number for August was higher than in July, 


and also higher than for the corresponding month of last year. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,254, for metals 1,092, and 
for all articles 1,226. Prices during the month were generally above 
those ruling in July ; the principal articles to show an increase in value 
were wheat, leather, lead and tin, but mutton, copper, and silver were 
lower than in the previous month. 


Metecrology.—During the month of August the weather conditions over the 


greater part of New South Wales were rather dry, the rainfall being 
generally below the average, except in a few isolated parts of the North- 
western Slope, Western Division, and Riverina. In many districts the . 
falls were very scanty, and at several stations—especially on the South 
Coast—no rain whatever occurred. On the whole, mild to warm 
temperatures prevailed during the month. 


Land Selections.— During August, 192 new settlers applied for 76,106 acres ; 


and 28,409 acres, representing 134 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,319, and the area applied for 775,734 acres. ‘The original area 
set apart for residential settlement. since the lst January has been 
575,674 acres, representing 817 blocks.
